The first lighthouse built by the 
United States government in Louisi- 
ana was at Bayou St. John on Lake 
Pontchartrain in 1811, the year of 
the state’s admission to the Union. 
By 1823, increased ocean-going com- 
merce had made necessary the con- 
struction of a tower at Northeast 
pass at the mouth of the river.

Between 1860 and 1870, however, 
many of the lights were extin- 
guished, but following the recon- 
struction period in the South, they 
again were placed in operation. 

This progress has continued until 
tocay. In the eighth district, which 
includes New Orleans and the Mis- 
sissippi river as far north as Baton 
Rouge and from the Sewanee river 
in Florida to the Rio Grande in Texas, 
there are more than 750 lighted aids 
to navigation and more than 1,130 
unlighted aids. There also are sev-
